When the childt'Crt on the first floor saw 
the flames shooting up through the hoards 
they raised the cry of “ F ire! Fire!" 
In­ 
stantly there was a panic in ev ery room of 
the building. 
The children rushed pell-mell 
for the narrow doors, crowding-. Jostling and 
striking each other in their efforts to get out. 
They did not wait to get their clothing or 
books. 
All efforts on the part of the teachers to 
Firing order out of the chaos prov ed unav ail­ 
ing. 
“ Fire, fire,” ran from one end of the 
building to the other, and the children be­ 
came crazed with terror. 
Those who succeeded ill gaining the stair­ 
way iu the upper stories were crowded and 
pushed so they could not stand and many 
were thrown headforemost down stairs where 
they landed in heaps of four and fiv e. 
In a room on the secoud floor wcie 60 chil­ 
dren. 
Their teacher rushed to the door 
when the terrible alarm was echoed and re­ 
echoed through the building, and placing 
her back to it. cried out that not one scholar 
should leav e the room until they had formed 
the fire Hue and marched out in an orderly 
manner, 
Her authoritativ e tone had the effect of 
temporarily restoring the children’s presence 
of mind, and in a few seconds they had 
formed in line and begun to march out. 
No sooner had they reached the hallway, 
howev er, when they saw the smoke coming 
up from the lower floor and the terrified chil­ 
dren on the stairs. 
This was too much for 
them, and again they broke into the wildest 
disorder. 
They threw themselv es down the 
stairs in their mad rush for safety, and fell on 
top of the unfortunate little ones below. 
Outside the school house there was also 
great confusion. 
The rumor that the school- 
house was on fire spread through the streets 
and a great crowd had gathered. 
They were 
yelling, crying, hooting aud swearing. Fren­ 
zied mothers stood on the sidewalk wringing 
their hands and crying pitifully to the men 
aliout them to assist the little ones inside. 
The firemen who were 
on the scene 
brought out a few of the injured children 
and added fuel to the growing excitement, 
In tlie meantime the teachers had succeeded 
in quieting the little ones, and assured them 
there was no danger from fire. 
The police assisted them in the work and 
aided the firemen in bringing out the chil­ 
dren, who had been bruised and cut in their 
awful falls down the stairs. 
The fire was soon extinguished, and an 
examination 
of

found 
that 
many

contusions 
on their heads and bodies, and that many of 
them would hav e to go about for three or 
four days with bandages ov er their eyes.

Over 900 
children were studying at their desks in the 
various rooms of the school buildituL 
AVhcn the cbildreri on the tlrst floor saw 
♦lie llAmos shooting up through the boards 
they raised the cry of “ Fire ! Fire !’’ 
In­ 
stantly there was a panic in every room of 
the building. 
The children rushed pell-mell 
forthe narrow doors, crowding, jostling and 
striking each other in their efforts to get out. 
They did not wait to get their clothing or 
books. 
All efforts on the part of the teachers to 
bring order out of the chaos proved unavail- 
. 
“ Fire, tire,” ran from one end of the 
building to the other, and the children be­ 
came crazed with terror, 
Those who snceeodtiil ill gaining the stair­ 
way In the upper stories were crowded and 
pushed so they could not stand and many 
were thrown headforemost down stairs where 
they landed in heaps of four and flve. 
In a room on the second floor wcie 60 chil­ 
dren. 
Their teacher rushed to the door 
when the terrible alarm was echoed and re­ 
echoed through the building, and placing 
her back to it, cried out that not one scholar 
should leave the room until they had formed 
tbe fire Hue and marched out in an orderly 
manner. 
Her authoritative tone had the effect of 
temporarily restoring the children’s presence 
’of mind, and in a few seconds they had 
formed in line and liegan to march out. 
No sooner had they reached the hallway, 
however, when they saw the smoke comiug 
up from the lower floor and the terrified chil­ 
dren on the stairs. 
This was too much for 
them, and again they broke into the wildest 
disorder. 
They threw themselves down the 
stairs in their mad rush for safely, and fell on 
top of the unfortunate little ones below. 
Outside the school house there was also 
great confusion. 
The rumor that the school- 
hotue was on fire spread through the streets 
and a great crowd had gathered. 
They were 
yelling, crying, hooting and swearing. Fren­ 
zied mothers stood on the sidewalk wringing 
their hands and crying pitifully to the men 
aliout them to assist the little ones iuside. 
The firemen who were 
on the scene 
brought out ft few of the injured children 
and added fuel to tile growing excitement. 
In the meantime the teachers hud succeeded 
in quieting the little ones, and assured them 
there was no danger from tire. 
The police assisted them in the work and 
aided the firemen in bringing out the chil­ 
dren, who had been bruised and cut in their 
awful falls down the stairs. 
The fire was soon extinguished, nnd an 
examination 
of 
the 
little 
ones 
was 
made. 
It 
was 
found 
that 
many 
of 
them 
had 
suffered 
contusions 
on their heads and bodies, and that many of 
them would have to go about for three or 
four days with bandages over their eyes.

W ashington correspond­ 
ent is correctly inform ed, the Democratic 
scheme of stealing the next House has not 
been abandoned, but is still l>eing industri­ 
ously prosecuted.

in V irginia to which a Reoublican was 
elected. 
There is no way to prevent these proceed­ 
ings, for the South is the master of its own 
count. 
The Governors of the several states 
in which the defeated members arc counted 
in will give them certificates of election and 
send them to W ashington.

will be delay, confusion and public disturb­ 
ance, but eventually the Republicans will 
secure their righful m ajority. 
This is w hat 
the country expects. 
There is not an intel­ 
ligent Dem ocrat who believes the plot can 
succeed; there is not an honest one who 
wishes bis party to bear the new dishonor of 
seizing unlawfully one branch of Congress. 
The men who take their fraudulent certifi 
cates to W ashington will undoubtedly go pre 
pared to lose their seats. 
Congress has been 
very kind toward unsuccessful parties in con­ 
tests between claim ants, voting them invari­ 
ably the full expense of conducting their 
cases and a liberal sum besides as a salve to 
their disappointm ents.

Sheldon, who filled the office in 1801, ’5, ’6, 
’8 and '12. 
There have been very few ap­ 
proaches by others to this length of service. 
E vert Bancker alone shows a record of four 
years, while John W atts, D irck TenBroeck, 
W illiam N orth, E rastus Root and W illiam 
Ilitchm an exhaust the list of those who were 
honored with a third election. 
Should Gen. 
H usted be elected at the com ing session he 
will enter on his sixth year of service, aud 
very effectually break the record. And as he 
is only 55 years old and sure of an election to 
m em bership until be gets tired or his district 
is gerrym andered out of existence, we may 
expect to see him fixing his eyes upon the 
gavel at the opening of each session until the 
close of the present century. 
He seems to 
have no other am bition than to be an Assem­ 
blym an and sit iu the Speaker’s chair. 
The 
people who know him best would like to see 
him in Congress and in the presiding office of 
the House of Representatives 
How he 
would aw aken the sleepers there, and rattle 
u p the dry bones io 
W ashington. 
T here 
w ould be work done during his term , and 
parliam entary tricks to prevent wholesome 
legislation would be at a discount. 
Gen. Husted has already “ broken the rec­ 
ord ” on m em bership in the Assembly. 
His 
recent election was the ninetenth. 
He began 
in 1869, and the only interregnum s since 
were in 1881 and 1882. 
In the form er year 
he ran for State T reasurer and was defeated; 
iu the latter he was busy w ith private affairs 
in New Y ork. 
Mr. Alvord served 15 years, 
L ittlejohn 12, and Sheldon 11. 
The candidates in addition to H usted are 
understood to be ex-Speaker Cole, Saxton 
of 
W ayne, and Batcheller 
of Saratoga. 
W hichever is elected, the duties will be per 
form ed w ith dignity and ability. 
The Speak­ 
ership is an honor which ranks next to Gov­ 
ernor, and is more to be desired than that of 
L ieuteuant Governor, who is often in politi­ 
cal antagonism w ith the body over which he 
presides. 
“ May the best man w in.” 


GEN. HARRIS ON'S PRIVATE S ECRETARY.
